Residence of M. F. D’Arcy Will be one 
of the Finest in Andover. 


Among the many New England towns 
and villages renowned for beauty of ° 
landscape, charm of surroundings and 
general environment, Andover ranks 
second to none.

Famous P. A. Alumnus Dead. 


WHITEHALL, N. Y., Jnue 25—Joseph 
Cook of Ticonderoga died at his home 
last night of Bright’s disease. 


Joseph Cook was born in Ticondero- 
za, N. Y., Jan. 26, 1838, his father hav- 
ing been a farmer. His early training 
Phillips.) academy, ‘Andover, 
Mass. He entered Yale college in 1858, 
but his health having become impaired 
he left it early in 1861. He enterei Har- 
vard college as a junior in 1863, and 
graduated in 1865, receiving high honors 
and carrying off several of the first 
prizes, He then entered Andover Theo- 
logical seminary and went through the 
regular three years’ course, remaining 
another year for the special study. of 
advanced religious and philosophical 
thought. He was licensed to preach, 


‘and in 1871 was acting pastor of the 


First Congregational church, Lynn, 
having previously preached in Andover. 

In September, 1871, he went abroad 
for two years and studied under the 
directiin “of Tholuck,. Julius. Muller, 
Dorner and Kuno Fischer, at Haage; 
Leipsic, Berlin and Heidelberg. He 
then travelled in Egypt, Syria, Turkey 
and the different countries of Europe, 
returning to the United States at the 
close of 1873, he took up his residence 
in Boston, and in 1875, under the aus- 
pices if the Y. M. C. A., entered upon 
his special work as lecturer on the re- 
lations of religion and science. His lec- 
tures were delivered mostly in Park 
street church and Tremont Temple, and 
were widely known as the ‘Boston 
The appeared in 
whole or in part in the leading news- 
papers, and they led to Mr. Cook's cail 
to deliver, other days of the week, 
courses of lectures in the principal cit- 
jes of the United States. Several vol- 
umes of lectures have been published, 
each containing preludes on current 
events—i. e., short addresses discussing 
topics of urgent practical and religious 
importance, such as civil service re- 
form, temperance, fraud in elections, 
Mormonism, the Chinese question, the 
Bible in schools, ete. 

His work on biology passed through 
16 editions, that on transcendentalism 
through 13, and that on orthodoxy 
through seven. 

Beside the work already mentioned 
Mr. Cook has had published ‘‘Con- 
science,” ‘‘Heredity,;” “Marriage,” ‘‘La- 
bor,” ‘Socialism,’ ‘‘Occident and’ Ori- 
ent,” all of which had a large sale. His 
popularity was due, in a great meas- 
ure, to the fact that he attempted to 
show that science is in harmony with 
religion and the Bible.

The big semi-centennial celebration 
at Newburyport ended yesterday. The 
last day was that of the old fashioned 
firemen’s muster. 


Daniel W. Harris of Salem is dead. 
He was 80 years old and leaves three 
daughters and one son. Mr. Harris was 
a roofer by occupation and a member 
of Fraternity lodge of Odd Fellows. 


Louis Langley of Haverhill died 
Tuesday at the Newburyport jail. He 
was convicted of drunkenness and was 
sent to jail. Later he became ill and 
died. The medical examiner stated 
that the probable cause of death was 
apoplexy, but he will make further ex- 
amination. 


The inquest on the death of E. C. 
Larrabee, killed in a bicycle accident on 
Bridge street, Salem, last week, was 
postponed in the district court Tuesday 
morning until July 1 in order that Dis- 
trict Attorney Peters may ‘be present. 
The trial of Gideon Soucy, charged with 
killing Larrabee, will be postponed 
from Wednesday until after the in- 
quest. The inquest will be private. 


A horrible accident occurred near 
Raddin’s station, West Lynn, Sunday 
morning. Fred Ash, 13 years old, 18 
Murray street, and Eugene Kingston, 
14 years old, 48 Murray street, being 
the victims. The two boys had picked 
up a railroad torpedo on ‘the tracks of 
the Saugus Branch, which is heavily 
charged, so as to make a report loud 
enough to overcome the noise of a 
train when passing over it. They did 
not know the nature of their find and 
proceeded to make an_ investigation 
with it, placing it on one stone and 
pounding it with another, The torpedo 
exploded, filling Ash’s eyelids and face 
wth powder, and cutting a gash in 
Kingston's face, which ran from his 
hair down to his chin, on the right side 
of his face, leaving such an opening 
that the tongue showed through it. The 
boys were removed to the _ hospital 
where seven or eight stitches were ta- 
ken in Kingston’s waund and some of 
the powder was washed out of the face 
of the Ash boy. It is feared that there 
will be a scar always on the face of 
Kingston, Fortunately the powder did 
not injure the sight of Ash. 


NEWBURYPORT’S CELEBRATION, 


NEWBURYPORT, June 24—New- 
buryport’s jubilee celebration began 
this morning with a salute of guns at 
sunrise. 

Following this the church telis rang 
for half an hour, and then the fire 
alarm bells announced the arrival of 
the battleship Massachusetts off the 
bar. 

A committee was at cnce taken out (o 
the vessel to extend to its officers the 
freedom of the city. 

The principal events of the morning 
were the commemorative exercises at 
10.30 o’clock in City Hall. Music and 
Mayor Moses Brown’s address cf wel- 
come prefaced the chief number cn tke 
program, a historical address by A'bert 
E. Pillsbury. Sketching the events 
which preceded the incorporation of the 
city, the discontent of the peope with 
their 647-acre town and the. re’ations 
between Newburyport and Newbury, 
the speaker told how Newburyport be- 
came the eighth city of the Common- 
wealth June 24, 1851. 

Reviewing the city’s material ani 
spiritual progress in the half-century 
gone, Mr. Pillsbury went on to discuss 
city government in general, saying: 

The yacht races this afternoon, whicn 
had been planned as one of the star 
events of the celebration, fizz'ed out in 
a’ dying wind. Twenty yacnts started, 
in a light breeze, which gradualiy lost 
its force, and long before any of the 
craft could finish in the time limit It 
| absolutely expired. 

At the City Hall in the evening the 
informal reception, attended by nearly 
700 persons, was turned for a time into 
a dance, The Newburyport Cadet 
Band played two or three waltzes 
which set the young people going, and 
then the Hon. E. C. Dodge s'arted a 
Virginia reel.

the closing of Phillips 
Academy this week Wednesday came 
the consummation of theeschool year of 
700-’01 with the various institutions of 
instruction in town. With Phillips it 
marked the end of the academy’s one 
hundred and twenty-third year of the 
most successful existence and the 
twenty-eighth year of Dr.. Bancroft’s 
principalship. 

Perfect’ weather las. favored all the 
exercises aS far as sunshine‘is concerned; 
but the sun came down with such a 
vigor on some of the days that it was 
extremely unpleasant work attending 
the exercises. During the week there 
have been:many visitors to Andover, 
including parents of the graduating 
class, alumni, old students, and many 
others whose presence has been very 
welcome in town and who have been 
delighted with the town. 

The closing exercises began Sunday 
afternoon with the baccalaureate ser- 
mon to the graduating class by Rev. 
Nehemiah Boynton, D. D., class of 1875, 
of Detroit, Mich. On Sunday evening 
the farewell meeting of the Society of 
Inquiry was held in Society hall. ‘Tues- 
day afternoon was the time set apart 
for the class day exercises, while in the 
evening the Draper reading was held in 
the Academy hall. The commencement 
exercises came on Wednesday morning 
in the Seminary chapel and at 1 o’clock 
the alumni dinner was held in the 
Academy hall. 


Baccalaureate Sermon. 


On Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
the Rev. Nehemiah Boynton, D. D., of 
Detroit, preached the baccalaureate 
sermon to the graduating class of the 
academy in the Theological Seminary 
chapel. Besides the seniors, there were 
a great many townspeople, parents of 
the seniors, and visitors for commence- 
ment week present, so that the Chapel 
was crowded. ‘The sermon was full of 
good advice and sound utterances, which 
were impressed more fully upon the 
minds of the young men by the eloquence 
of the speaker, whose son was &@ member 
of the class to be graduated. The in- 
terior of the Chapel was handsomely 
decorated with palms and ferhs. | In- 
cluded in the service was scripture read- 
ing, singing, and prayer. ‘The seniors 
formed in line before the academy build- 
ing just before 4 o’clock, marshalled by 
Frank O’Brien, and headed by Dr. Ban- 
croft and Prof. Graves, marched to the 
Chapel and took the seats assigned to 
them in the front of the auditorium. 
Back of the pulpit was suspended a blue 
Phillips banner inscribed ** 1901”. 

Dr. Boynton took this text from 1st 
Kings, 20: 13 and 14, and for his theme 
the reinforcing power of young men in 
the life of the country. He laid stress 
on the fact that youth itself is one of 
the greatest of reinforcing powers, and 
that to succeed the young man must 
value ideals, possess a true spirit of 
patriotism and a real religion. 

“Something more than money {1s 
needed,’”’ he said. “Good as money is 
it cannot, out of its proper adjustment, 
aid young men to save the nation; anj 
it is upon the young men that the fa‘e 
of the nation depends. 

“Even if one has youth, a worthy 
ideal and patriotism,’ he said, “he 
must also have a real religion in order 
to succeed. Religion is the life of God 
in the soul of man, and the soul which 
overlooks religion is tco handic2pped 
for signal success.”’ 

In the course of his impressive ser- 
mon, Mr. Boynton referred to the pre- 
vailing . spirit of commercialism and 
auimalism which has come into Amer- 
ican life and ambition. He said it was 
claimed by a great European lately that 
American citizens are content to remain 
below the mental standard of famous 
lights of other countries, because they 
cease to exert their higher elements of 
character in life, caring not for aught 
but personal well-being. The young 
men before him could wield a great 
influence for the restoration of our old 
national spirit, and help to efface the 
deplorable tendency of the last few 
years toward aggrandizement and the 
adjustment of wealth, he declared. His 
utterances, said he, proceeded not from 
pessimism or dissatisfaction, but from a 
love of mankind, and a desire for the 
true glory of America, as that aimed at 
by our noble and patriotic fathers. He 
hoped that the graduating students 
would not lack the means of happiness 
in this world, but urged them to never 
be actuated by base principle in 
quest for fame and fortune. 

Mr. Boynton also took occasion to in- 
stil into his hearers the need of religion, 
which, he said, ‘is no fake.” 


In his closing remarks to the students} her with Abbot academy, will be glad to 


Dr. Boynton referred to the fact that 
twenty-five years ago he was a senior 
at Andover. He said that in his opin- 
jon Phillips Andover is the noble:t fi'- 
ting school in the country if not in the 
world. He mentioned the Phillips 
spirit as distinctive of Andover ard 
well worth retaining throughcut life. 
He urged the young men to be true to 
the noblest and best in their nature, 
predicting that they would then help 
bring reinforcing power into the world, 
He declared that the world should not 
be regarded as the place of temptaticn 
but the place of triumph, and ‘he as- 
serted that* chances of success: for 
young men in these days are glorious, 
not poor as some say. His closing 
words were: “Live your best every 
day, young men, and you will win.” 


Class Day. 


The usual class day exercises were 
held in the academy hall and were fol- 
lowed by the ivy planting on the lawn 
by the Science building on ‘Tuesday 
afternoon. Favorable weather brought 
out a large attendance, so that the re- 
cently renovated chapel, with its delicate- 
ly tinted walls, was well filled with the 
usual class day crowd. Beautiful deco- 
rations of greenery upon the rostrum 


added to the general appearance of 
freshness of the handsome hall. The 
Andover Band orchestra’ furnished 


music for the occasion. 


The exercises in the hall began at 2 
o’clock and consisted of the reading of 
the class history by William C. Mat- 
thews of Montgomery, Ala., the class 
poem by William T. Ryder of Ando- 
ver and the elass statistics by Louis B. 
The oration 
which was an excellent one’ was deliv- 


ered by Arthur J. Derbyshire of this

From a small beginning made by Supt. 
Johnson in 1807 at the Guild house 
where aclass in Sloyd was started, the 
school has grown year by year, more 
courses being added yearly and more in- 
struetors secured, ‘This year, Mr..John- 
son relinquishes his position as head of 
the school, having devoted much of his 
time and valuable ideas to its further- 
ance during the summers in which it has 
been carried on.

The curriculum of the school includes 
wood work and mechanies, nature study, 
printing, singing, gardening, music, gym- 
nastics, physical training, swimming, 
dramatics, drawing, cooking, and pri- 
mary work. From a small force of 
teachers, the number has grown until 
last year there were twelve. Last year 
girls were admitted to the course but 
this year the plan is to revert to the old 
way of taking boys only. A small fee of 
fifty cents is charged for the course of 
six weeks. The boys and girls both 
were greatly benetitted by the course 
last year, some learning to swim, to love 
nature, to appreciate the animal life 
about them, and how to use their hands 
and their heads. 

This year’s school will be in charge of 
John Angus of this place, a student at 
Princeton, who has been associated with 
Mr. Johnson since the beginning.

| TOWN WATER BAD 


What Has Caused Trouble and Opinion | 


ot Many Citizens on the Matter. 


From nearly all over town this week 


and for several weeks past have come 
complaints as regards the town water. 
Sunday and Monday the water, which 
had been bad enough, was at its worst 


and since then it has shown a decided 
improvement, in fact, is nearly right 
again. 

According to some people the water 
tasted “fishy,” to others “oily,” and so 
the tale grows. In certain parts of the 
town nothing much. was noticed, while 
at other places the water is designated 
in expressive if. somewhat inelegant 
terms as having been “ rotten.” 

Superintendent Smith, of the: Board of 
Public Works, says the same difficulty 
was experienced with the water several 
years ago and explains the trouble to 
sthe satisfaction of the writer, at least, 
by the fact that the exceedingly high 
water this spring backed up ‘in the 
swamp hear the pumping station and 
Bailey’s grove in the West Parish, and 
retiring to the pond at the very rapid 
rate of seven inches in a week, carried 
with it a vegetable matter which made 
its way through the suction pipe at the 
pumping station to the reservoir where 
it fixed itself on the stones of the bottom 
and sides. Here it has been breeding 
and flourishing and in a young and ten- 
der state was decidedly soluble in 
water. It has a very disagreeable odor 
as the Townsman reporter was made 
aware of by visiting the reservoir which 
was being cleaned out this week. The 
Board of Public’ Works has known 
for some time that the water was not 
right and has been taking measures to 
remedy the difficulty. It was impossi- 
ble, however, to clean out the reservoir 
with any degree of thoroughness until 
it was known that the vegetable growth 
had been entirely gotten rid of at the 
pond. As soon as that was sure, Supt. 
Smith commenced toempty the reservoir, 
turning the water out on the Pearson 
meadows, preparatory to giving the 
stones a good cleaning which they had 
not had for four years. All the water 
pipes in town have also been blown out, 
the engine at the pumping station run- 
ning day and night to effect this. The 
water was at its worst last Sunday and 
Monday because those two days the 
water was being used entirely from the 
reservoir in order that it could be surely 
known that the trouble was located 
there. Since then only water direct 
from the pond has been used and a great 
improvement was noticed almost im- 
mediately, 

Stories have been circulated around 
town in regard toa dead body having 
been found in the reservoir, also that 
dead fish were polluting the water. 
Other tales were that the water was 
being saturated with oil and waste from 
the engine but all these stories seem to 
have not the slightest foundation. No 
one with much power of reasoning would 
believe the first story long and the 
others are not very likely. It is true 
that the oil from the engine has been 
getting out on the surface of the pond 
but as oil floats on the surface and as 
the water for the town's use is taken 
into the pipes at a depth of about sixty 
feet below the surface, there seems to 
be no ground for supposing that any oil 
could get into the water.

Abbott states, to di- 
waste from the pond 
pipe will also be ex- 
tended further into the water.

Abbott also says that this vegetable 
matter, if itis thesame thing which he 
analyzed several years ago, contains the 
highest forms of vegetabie life aud the 
lowest forms of animal life. He thinks 
it very likely that this is what has been 
causing the trouble, 

Dr. ‘Torrey told the Townsman re- 
porter, when asked about the water, 
that he had had considerable trouble 
with itand that to him it seemed to 
taste and smell like dead fish. If such 
was the case it was injurious, if it was 
vegetable matter it might and might not 
be hurtful, according to whether it con- 
tained any bacterial germs of, typhoid 
fever, diptheria, etc. 

Dr. Richards said that he bad been 
having trouble with the water, and his 
neighbors‘ also were complaining about 
it. He thought that.many had been 
kept from drinking it and in its stead 
had drunk other beverages less health- 
ful. Since they had begun to clean out 
the reservoir he had noticed a change. 
In his opinion the reservoir was in a 
culpable and blameworthy condition, 
though, he said, he might not know all 
the facts of the case. 

Dr. Fuller also thought the water in a 
very bad condition, but said that he 
thought the trouble came from the 
vegetable matter and that his family 
had been troubled more or less every 
year since coming to Andover. If the 
trouble was from vegetable matter it 
would probably not be injurious altho’ 
disagreeable. 

J. Warren Berry had considerable 
trouble and thought the water tasted 
oily. He noticed it especially Sunday 
and Monday. Dr. Gilbert thought the 
water was very bad, but did not believe 
it injurious. 

Postmaster Bliss hadn’t noticed any- 
thing out of the way with the water, 
nor did Lruggist Allen experience any 
difficulty with it. At Geo. H. Parker «& 
Co.'s the water was considered by them 
undrinkable. Dr. C. F. P. Bancroft 
said that at the academy they had not 
the slightest trouble with the water, 
and Joseph W. Smith, of Frye Village, 
did not think that people of that sec- 
tion of the town were much bothered. 

This condition of affairs is explained 
by the fact that people living near the 
dead ends where the water remains 
practically the same all the time and is 
not changing as frequently as on the 
main line up Main street, would be less 
likely to notice the condition of the 
water. 

A good sized gang. of men has been 
working on the reservoir since ‘Tuesday, 
and after emptying and cleaning it, it 
will be allowed to remain empty in the 
full blaze of the sun for a day or so, 
thus assuring the destruction of what- 
ever vegetable growth has not been 
removed by the scrapers. While there 
was a certain number of fish—white and 
yellow perch—in the reservoir, besides 
some poly wogs and one frog, these would 
hardly have injured the water whliile 
they remained alive.

The meeting was opened with prayer 
by Rev. Edward F. Clarke, '54, of Bos- 
ton. Charles F. Thwing, D. D., LL. D., 
president of the association presided.

Principal Bancroft was the first 
speaker. He dwelt briefly on the change 
which has taken place in commence- 
ments, the occasions being devote 
more and more to social gatherings 
spreads, etc., than to elaborate literary 
programs, and he said that while the 
graduating exercises were always an 
interesting exhibition of the work be- 
ing done by a school it was worth a

He called atten- 
tion to the fact that work has ‘been 
started on the new gymnasium, which 
is to be large and thoroughly modern 
and that the preliminary work of grad- 
ing Brothers’ field has begun. At his 
request Mr, Freeman of the academy 
faculty explained how the field is to be 
laid out and plans were distributei. Mr 
Freeman estimated that it would cost 
$8000 to properly develop the field. 

George T. Eaton was next introduced 
and in a most interesting address he 
outlined the career of Prof. Churchill 
and then in behalf of the Draper and 
Means #prize contestants and a_ few 
other friends presented! the portrait to 
the academy. In ‘his address Mr. Eaton 
said that Prof. Churchill trained the 
contestants for the prize speaking con- 
tests for thirty-two years, that he wag 
interepreter, critic and friend to all 
ani that no one ever went to him in 
vain for help. 

The portrait was accepted in behalf 
of the trustees by Dr. Bancroft, whe 


his former colleague. Rev. Frank W 
Hodgdon, '91, of Orange, N, J., who was 
trained for many contests by Prof 
Churchill, spoke of the moulding influ- 
ence of Prof. Churchill’s personality, 
and described in a most interesting 
manner the generous sympathy, mar- 
velous patience and rare ability of the 
man, 

William H. Wadhams, '92, of New 
York, made a finished and eloquent eu- 
logistic address in which ‘he said that 
Prof. Churchill will be remembered as 
one of the most accomplished preachers 
and the most devoted teachers and as 
a man who dignified the art of speak- 
ing. Mr. Wadhams was one of Prof. 
Churchill's pupils, ‘having been trained 
by him for speaking contests for four 
successive years. His splendid speech 
yesterday showed what such training 
can do for a man. His address was the 
most eloquent of the day and called 
forth prolonged applause. 

Other speakers ‘were Charles F. Cut- 
ter, '71, of New York, Isaac F. Hall, ’71 
of North Adams, Horace E. Deming, '65 
of South Woodstock, Conn., Bishop 
Samuel Fallows of the Reformed Epis- 
ecopal church of Chicago, III., and 
Charles S. Fallows of the graduating 
class. Mr. Cutter and Mr. Hall paid 
tributes to ‘both Prof. Churchill and Dr. 
Taylor, and all of the speakers spoke 
in glowing terms of the great work An- 
dover is accomplishing.

He informed the meeting 
that several bids for construction had 
already been received, but that in the 
opinion of the committee they were not 
yet prepared to make any suggestion 
for inaugurating the work at present, 
owing to the high-figures, which the 
bids already in, presented. He asked 
for the opinion of the voters on the 
matter and it seemed to be the senti- 
ment of the meeting that it was advis- 
able to build the structures of the size 
suggested, but that if necessary to cut 
down the cost as much as expedient. It 
was then voted to refer the matter 
back to the commission who will make 
a report at a town meeting to be held 
Saturday afternoon July 13 at 2 o’clock. 
All other articles referring to the 
schools were also Jaid over until this 
time. 

Mr. Gaunt’s article was one which 
created much interest and when it was 
called the hall was well filled with 
spectators, including several ladies in 
the gallery. Mr. Gaunt took the floor 
himself and explained the details of the 
accident, stating that the so-called ig- 
nition tube used, which the experiment 
called for, was not an ignition tube at 
all, but was a glass tube of much smal- 
ler diameter from which the gases 
could not readily escape thus causing 
an expansion of the glass and ulti- 
mately an explosion, which resulted in 
the injury to his son. He stated that 
he came to the town for compensation, 
having ill feelings towards none, and 
left the matter entirely in the hands of 
the voters to decide. Representative 
Joseph E. Buswell reviewed the case 
carefully, citing a case somewhat simi- 
lar which happened on the _ training 
ship Enterprise, whereby a cadet in the 
performance of his regular duty lost an 
arm by being struck by a ventilating 
fan on shipboard, and applied to the 
legislature for compensation. Mr. Bus- 
well said that laying all legal responsi- 
bility aside, he thought that it would 
be well to appoint a committee of five 
who should report at the next town 
meeting. after having thoroughly inves- 
tigated the matter. 

Judge Rogers spoke quite extensively 
on the subject stating that if a com- 
mittee were appointed they would be 
liable to look only on the legal liability 
side of the matter, paying no attention 
to the moral obligation which he claim- 
ed the town owed the young man. He 
impressed upon the meeting that if 
such a committee were appointed they 
should be unbiased by such a view of 
the matter and should deal fairly and 
squarely and in an impartial manner. 
After further remarks by Selectman 
George, it was voted that a committee 
of five be appointed by the chair to in- 
vestigate and report at the next spe- 
cial town meeting. 

The committee on playsteads report- 
ed that they had been active in their 
endeavor to procure a suitable location 
for same, but as yet were unable to 
recommend any land which could be 
purchased. The Methuen Co. offered 
its land opposite Pine street, between 
the fire station and the river, at a nom- 
inal fee of five dollars per year and 
same was accepted by the meeting, $200 
being appropriated to move back the 
sheds and put the grounds in suitable 
condition. These grounds, although 
not just what the town needs, will meet 
a long felt want and supply the young- 
er element with a place on which to in- 
dulge in their youthful sports, The sum 
of $50 was appropriated to supply with 
lights the grounds recently loaned the 
town in the Arlington district by Ed- 
ward F, Searles, 

On motion of Hon. Guy W. Currier a 
vote of thanks was extended to the 
Methuen Co., and Mr. Searles for their 
public-spirited offers to the town. 

On motion of Hon. J. O. Parker reso- 
lutions were presented to be sent to 
Edward F. Searles for his gift of 
$15,000 to the town for sewers. 

Several other matters of minor im- 
portance came before the meeting and 
were passed without opposition. Ad- 
journment took place at 4 o’clock until 
Saturday afternoon July 13 at 2.

EDITOR 
“There is a popular impression,” 


writes Edward Bok, in the Ladies’ Home 
Journal for July, “that the editor of a 
magazine never reads the manuscripts 
which are sent to him by unknown 
writers. But suppose the editors of all 
the magazines had, say ten years ago, 
stopped reading the manuscripts of 
writers of whom they had never heard? 
What would have happened? For one 
thing, about one-third of the writers 
who are popular today. and whose works 
almost everybody reads, would be un- 
heard of. Nearly everything in the way 
of successful essay, poem, story or novel 
published during the last ten or twelve 
years was first printed in one of the 
several American magazines. Now, how 
could this all be if the editors did not 
read manuscripts? Some time ago I 
had the curiosity to look over the con- 
tents for an entire year of five of the 
popular magazines. From my knowledge 
of the names of famous writers I recog- 
nized less than one-half of the names in 
the contents of the sixty issues of the 
magazines. I asked the editors the 
reasons of this, and I found that of all 
the writers whose work they had pub- 
lished. during the previous year, thirty- 
four per cent were authors who never 
before had written for the magazines.”
